‘T hese crimes vvere committed at intervals very close 
upon each other. 
On the eve o f the festivrd o f St Ifi- 
lariiis, 1828, Don Sebastian Aravedro, a merchant, who 
had been to Barcelona to sell some Sogovia w ool, was 
murdered in the Col de Balaguer, ou his w ay from 
Segovia to Murcia. 
^ ‘On the Sunday after Easter, 1829, Don Juan Andras 
Escorioaa, 
who w'as proceeding on some mercantile 
business to Tortosa, wa.s tnurdered in the sam e spot. 
^ ‘On the 24th o f February, 1830, a pedlar named 
Toannofer, w’ho used to hawk his wares in Navarre 
and Catalonia, wa.s journeying to 'Fortosa, where he 
intended procuni.g a boat to convey him up the Ebro, 
w as as.sassiuated in the same place and in the same 
manner. 
‘A w eek before All-Souls-day, 1830, Antonio Paqiii- 
to Dirba, a smuggler, who had that same morning frau­ 
dulently introduced in the neighborhood o f Balaguer, a 
quantity o f contraband tobacco, was found murdered, 
in the fatal defile, 
it appeared that he had been taken 
by surprise, so as to have been unable to defend him­ 
self—for fire-arms, ready loaded, w ere found on his per­ 
son. 
‘On the 14th o f January, 1931, the body of an un­ 
fortunate traveller, named Nervas-y-Alave.s, was found 
in the defile. 
H e is supposed to have been the last vic­ 
tim o f the redoubtable bandit Uriarte. 
‘T he Col de Bahiguer has long enjoyed a fearful cel­ 
ebrity, and is generally shunned by the inhabitants of 
the neighboring country. 
Some o f the peasantry have 
declared that on the spots where the bodies o f the mur­ 
dered persons were interred, flowers were occasionally 
strewed by an unknown hand. 
It was aiBrmed that in 
the twilight o f evening, a tall figure had been observed 
kneeling before the crosses ; but that it vanished when­ 
ever any one attempted to approach. 
A sort o f super­ 
stitious terror pervaded the place, and none o f the coun­ 
try people were bold enough to venture there alone after 
suu.set. 
‘Though all attempts to fi.x upon the criminal proved 
fruitle.s,s, yet strong suspicion was directed against V^en- 
cedas Uriarte. 
This man was not a native o f the prov­ 
ince o f C’atalonia ; and nothing was known o f his life 
and habits previously to his going there. 
It was indeed 
said that before the revolution o f 1822, he hud been au 
„ilteayde (a jailor) in som e o f the prisons o f the Inqui­ 
sition. 
H e had likewi.se served in the army o f the 
Fuilh, and had subseijuently taken up his abode in the 
neighborhood o f Tortosa. 
No one knew what were his 
means o f subsistence, and yet he lived in afliuence. 
Notwith.sL'inding his profe.ssioas of piety, he was gener­ 
ally regarded as vindictive and revengeful; and unguard­ 
ed observations which sometimes fell from him, led to 
the suspicion that he w'as capable o f imbruing his hands 
in blood. 
‘One day, on being asked how 
it happened 
that so 
skilful a marksman as he was not fond of shooting— “ It 
is a tiresome sport,” he 
rejtlied :— “ (4ne must ruu to 
find a hare ; then when it is shot, one imi.xt run to 
pick 
it up ; then one must run to sell it. 
It is better to wait 
for a m a il; be com es of his own accord, and when he 
h shot, one has nothing to do, but to rifle his w allets.” 
(.« n s ( ( I fo r } a s .) 
‘On another occasion, he 
quarrelled 
with 
Antonio 
Piujuito Diriia, alter they had Itncii .shooting together in 
the .\lfaqnez. 
'J'he origin o f the «piarrel was 
a mere 
trifle, yet it filled Uriarte xvith feelings of tho most hit­ 
ter animosity, and three days after, 
Antonio I'aquito 
Dirba was assassinated iu the ('ol de Halaguer. 
‘During Lent, in the year 1832, a company o f .«trol­ 
ling players visited Tarritgona, 
where they obtiiined 
great success by the performance o f a celebrated A u to |
